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KBI requests the public’s help to solve Lyon County murder

LYON COUNTY — The Kansas Bureau of Investigation (KBI), the Lyon County Sheriff’s
Office, and Lyon County Crime Stoppers are asking anyone with information related to the
Sept. 6 murder of Emporia teenager, Jesus Avila-Galvin Jr., to come forward. Avila’s body was
found in a vehicle near Road 160 and Road T in rural Lyon County.
